Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1965® 

The  Registrar-General °s  Mid-Year  estimated  population  was  2,270,  an  increase  of 
fifty  over  previous  year® 

There  were  forty-two  deaths  and  thirty-five  births  compared  with  thirty-two 
deaths  and  forty-four  births  the  previous  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  18*5  per  1,000 
population,  national  rate  was  11  *5®  The  greater  number  of  deaths  were  in  persons  over 
sixty-five  years,  whilst  two  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  from  respiratory 
conditions®  The  birth  rate  was  15*3  per  1,000  population,  national  rate  was  18*0® 

Infectious  Diseases  notified  were  few,  eighteen  cases  of  Measles,  two  cases 
of  Acute  Pneumonia,  and  calls  Tor  no  special  comment® 

The  sanitary  conditions  remain  the  same,  water  was  supplied  by  the 
East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  and  continued  to  be  bacterio logically  satisfactory, 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality,  sewage  and  refuse  disposal  as  previous  year So 

On  food  100%  Meat  Inspection,  with  regular  visits  to  food  premises  to  ensure 
a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  kepto 

During  the  Year  twelve  houses  were  erected,  six  by  the  Local  Authority 0 
Applications  were  received  and  granted  in  respect  of  eleven  houses* 

There  were  fifty-seven  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railways  Premises  Act®  Owing  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  a 
system  of  routine  inspections® 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
in  the  Department,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  co-operation,
